Alrhou^ ittis newspaper has repeatedly asked 
meny c^iestions of Sheriff Roger Malbon i>ased on 
i^t f H t rmnfi he has nrtade or statements that have been 
affrMxited to him, we are, at this writing, still without 

•rnwers. .^^MMUJHHfll 

The cp^estions have rK>t been answered even 
though Malbon and his political group ran a news- 
paper advertisenrwnt in this newspaper last week 
^af ing that they would answer the SUhJ-NEWS' ques- 
tions at a political rally. The meeting failed to produce 
the answers that the public is entitled to and failed 
to produce anything that is pertinent to the present 
political campaign. 

The SUN-NEWS feels compelled and morally 
c^igated in the public Interest to again ask these 
questions of Malbon and to ask additional questions 
ttiat should be answered by the Sheriff. Here are the 
questions: 

1 . Where are the " 1 00 dives"? 

2. If the "dives" he refers to actually exist, why 
is he not doing something about them? 

3. Who is the famed "bag man"? 

To these questions we might ask Malbon: 

1 . Has Malbon made derogatory remarks about 
his running mate, "Butsie" Heath? 

2. What condition was he in when he wrecked 
;> i fibrfowefd aufcw^ftofelle and did he rtdt get 

someone else to sign that he was driving 
at the time? 

3. Malbon stated that he paid his own legal 
fees in the celebrated ouster proceedings. 
Is it tiot true that other parties gave him 
money to pay these fees? 

These are just a few questions that remain un- 
answered and Malbon should supply these answers. 
The people want to know the answers to these ques- 
tions and at the same time they should know the 
qualifications of the candidates they are being asked 
to vote for in July. 

Malbon and the rest of the "Dunn Machine" 
candidates should deal in real issues of the campaign, 
not continue to dwell on side issues that tend to add 
little to the campaign. 

Let's have some answers for a change.

"We muat aUov for iMpiilation 
growth and coatlnaed prosperity. 
Our aOowanee of two million 
cars in a fifteen year period is 
most ooiuervatiye." he added. 

Mr. Thoimwon pointed out that 
although the population of pas- 
senger cars and trucks had great- 
ly increased in the past ten years, 
the mileage of surfaced highways 
had not increased proportionate^. 
"A kx* at the future shows the 
great need for President Eisen- 
hower's highway prograin," he 
added. "We must have highways 
to take care of this increased car 
and truck population." 

Mr. Thompson said that the 
number of new car and truck 
dealers had remained fairly con- 
stant during the same period. 
"There has been great e^gianslon 
by these (tealetti." he said; "many 
of them have built entirely new 
plants and all of them have In- 
creased their service facilities. 
New car dealers on the average 
have been In business more than 
30 years and this ataMIity is an 
tanportant factor In the aervicit^ 
and selling of new and used cars." 

No appreclaiUe increase in the 
number of new car and new trucks 
dealers was forecast. "I think," 
declared Mr. Thompson, "you will 
see a constant improvement In 
the services offered by dealers but 
very little increase In the number 
of dealerships." 

A truck population of 20 million 
was forecast by Mr. -rhcmpson 
for 1978. "America's shiMiers are 
now moving w per cent of all 
their freight tonnage by truck," 
he pointed out. "Thus the normal 
growth of the truck population 
should double in the next twenty 
years. There are nearly ten mil- 
lion tru«*s In the country at the 
present time. 

"By 197tf truck tran«>or(atlon 
will be an industry paying people 
47 billion dollars a year to keep 
these 20 million Ujucks moving 
over America's highways."

The Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company of Virginia 
completed another large construc- 
tion program during 1^54 to im- 
prove and expand s*rvlotf In or- 
der to meeit the public's demand, 
J. Rhodes Mitchell, vk;e presi- 
dent, stated as the C. aira P. 
Annual Report was Issued today. 

The Company expended $34,- 
700,000 hut year to InstaH 184,- 
000 telephones for a net increase 
of 96,000. to provide better grades 
of service for nearly 15,^ cus- 
tomers, and to improve ana speed, 
serVMse for subscribers >genJ^raHy. 
Mltchen said addltioiu to C. 
and P. facilities were completed 
in all exchanges varying in scope 
from large construction projects 
and new buildings housing mod- 
ern dial central offices to small 
line extensions. 

The report noted that another 
record for volume of calls was set 
during the year. The' average 
number lOf calls per business day 
reached over 3.646,000 and over 
70 per cent of aU out-(tf-town 
calls were dialed to the called 
party by the operator. 

MltcheU said operating taxes 
of $13,820,000 were the highest in 
the COihpany's history. There 
were $1,269,0^0 or 10.5 per cent 
higher than In 1953 and were 
six and one-half times as much a^ 
In 1946, the first postwar year. It 
was noted, that direct taxes and 
excise taxes together totaled ov- 
er $31 miUion for the year and 
averaged $44.67 per telephone 
customer. 

C. and P.'9 operating revenues 
totaled $73,280,000. and operat- 
ing expenses and taxes amounted 
to $64,240,000. 

The report noted that while net 
operating revenues were about 
$2,150,000 greater than last year, 
59 per cent of this amount was 
consumed by an increase of $1,- 
260,000 in taxes leaving net op- 
erating income $880,060 higher 
than In 1953. 

' MltcheU stressed that the In- 
crease in net operating income 
was lut sufficient to keep pace 
wlth'^ne greatly Increased invest- 
ment to meet the demands for 
service and the rae of earnings 
on plant decreased from 4.59 per 
cent in 1953 to 4.57 per cent in 
1054. 

It was reported that technical 
progress In long distance service 
was made in 1954 with the acti- 
vation of Richmond's new auto- 
matic long distance switching 
apparatus - a part of the nation's 
direct distance dialing system. In 
addition, , major progress was 
made in converting Virginia ex- 
changes to a uniform nation-wide 
numbering plan which is neces- 
sary to keep pace with the grow- 
ing use cf the telephone and ul- 
timately permit direct distance 
! dialing by custimiers on a na- 
tion-wide basis. Under this plan 
each telephone number wlU con- 
sist of two-letters and five-num- 
erals.

So Christ chose his peopte 
and has J<Mned mnaelf to thm. 
Sometimes we give up on peo- 
ple. We may say: "That doM it! 
I'm not going to warte any more 
of my tiane and energy on him." 
We even have an expresrtui for 
this very thing — "I wash my 
hands of him." I have been try- 
ing to think of an exprearion in 
SngUsh tiMt means exaetiy the 
opposite of that, but I cant' think 
of cme. I don't believe there is 
om. We may say: "I'm Mock with 
him," but thait doemt quite con- 
vey it. Wen. Christ conmitted 
Himself Irrevoca bly to the work 
of rccoiwrlng aH humanity for 
Ood. He has never given ug> on 
that work and never will. Cal- 
vary is the proof. 

"How on earth can He do 
that?" we sonetimes aA. The 
question is significant. Christ 
could not do for us what He is 
tgAtvg — ON EARTH, ftr (Hi 
earth He wm subject to earth's 
llmit*ti<ms: also the limitations 
Imposed by one body, one mind, 
one nervous system. But now He 
Is not on earth. He Is in the un- 
seen — man still, but also Ood, 
doing what Is impossible with 
man but possible with Ood. 

We can't save oursdlves. but 
Christ can save us. He will save 
us from our sins, cost what it 
will. That is what ~the cross 
means. "He ever llveth to make 
Intercessioh for us."

In his brief life of tt years, 
he wrote fourteen volmnca of 
proae and at least ten books of 
poetry, a remarkable record In 
view of his weak physleal body 
and his ttfe-kmg stoiiggle luralnst 
pov^y. disease ami dlaappoinc- 
ment. 

When he wrote his wife, "Let 
my name perish — the poetry la 
good poetry . . . and the heart 
that needs it wUl find It." llttl« 
did he dream that many hearts 
would find sotace and streofth in 
sixteen liiies he wrote the year 
before his untlmety death, en- 
titled, "The SaUad of the Trees 
and the Master." 

Blttemem 

life was not all bittemMS to 
Lanier, but he seemed to have 
had more than his rightftil share. 
A self-taught scholar who entered 
college at the age of fourtem, his 
education was Intermixed by the 
Civil War, in which confUct he 
was at various tkncs a scout, a 
signal officer, a bkickade runner, 
and a prisoner. His physkal 
breakdown dated from his prison 
hardships and privations. 

Following the war he traveled 
widely and tried to earn a living 
at| such varied Jobs as a hotel 
clerk, school teacher, lawyer and 
writer. But even then happiness 
and contentinent were denied 
him. So he began the serious 
atudy of music which had been 
one of his first loves. He perfect- 
ed this talent to such a degree 
that, despite the threat of tuber- 
culosis that hung over him for 
many years, he became the out- 
standing flutist in the country, 
and an accomplished violinist as 
well. Prom "Texas he went to Bal- 
tknore where he played in the 
I^abody Orchestra and lectured 
on English literature at Johns 
Hopkins.

loss as cofhpared to the preced- 
ing two years. 

And here are the reasons why. 
as explained by Dr. J. L. Maxton, 
agrteultural economist at VPI. 

S ates in the early summer 
group, which fnarket the bulk 
of their watermelons ahead of 
Virginia, are planning to increase 
plantings by 28.000 acrea over 
19S4« to 480.000 acres. These 
states produced 108 million Water- 
melons last year. Normally only 
abottt 20,000 acres art gnJMt for 
fresh market sale in tnt late 
summer group of states, which 
Includes Virginia. 

Sl^th Texas planted earijr but 
lost these to January and Feb^ 
ruary freeaes. Some of this acre- 
age was not replanted. As a result, 
eady season production from 
these areas Is expected to begin 
later and lap over longer into the 
marketing period which normally 
belongs to the late summer group. 

The bnportant areas in water- 
melon production are Texas,, Geo- 
rgia, South Carolina, North 
Carolina, and Cftlahoma. They 
have the greatest effect on prices 
received by Virginia growers, and 
all have increased acreage. 

Dr. Maxton advises Virginia 
growers to decrease their acreage 
10 iiereent front that planted in 
1084, and says this is a year when 
the best production and mar- 
keting practices should be carried 
out to the letter. Select sandy 
loam soil which has not had 
.watermelons planted in it for 
several years. The Congo variety 
is most commonly recommended, 
f^rttllae with 400 to 600 pounds 
ol 8 — 10 — 5 per sere. Spraying 
or dusting is a must for insect 
and disease control . 

Before the melons are ready 
to harvest, contact potential buy- 
ers and inform them of the var- 
iety, siae, acreage and expected 
days of cutting. Harvest ripe mel- 
ons when the vines are dry. Carry 
'^hem aloi% driveways and place 
with the ground side up for load- 
ing. Handle and load melons 
carefully, using adequate padding 
material.Weigh and sell in evenly 
Weighed lots. Melons of US grade 
no. 1 and 30 H>s. or more average 
wei^H should be labeled to in- 
icate tcp quality. Give the weight, 
area where grown, and gi-ower's 
name and address. 

unless you know the buyer per- 
sonally, take payment only with 
cash or by che^ on a local bank.

One million of the leaflets, de- 
signed to tell Americans how they 
can survive a siiperbomb attw:k 
and the aceompanyiiw peril of 
radioactive fall-out, are being dis- 
tributed throughout the country 
through regional, state and local 
chrll defense agencies, schools, 
churches, industries, national or- 
ganizations, aikl other channels 
"The H-bomlb." the leaflet de- 
clares, "is bigger than the A-bomb 
— ^but it is stm a bomb. It has Its 
limits, as does any other weafton. 
It makes the civil defense problem 
larger, but not different." 

Demmstrating that there are 
practical limits to the unount of 
destruction that can be caused by 
a single bomb of any kind, the 
foTloiwlng statistics are cited: 

A bomb l^M Itaies as power- 
fal as the llir«sMma b«mb will 
not cane daansge 1.M* times 
as far away — «rty It times as 
far. It will harm an area oidy 
IM times as larg»— not l.tM 
tinnes as large. 

"No matter how big the size of 
atomic weapons," the leaflet de- 
clares, "we must concern our- 
selves with their effects on peo- 
ple and things. While the divid- 
ing lines between various damage 
areas of atomic blast are never 
sharp and clear-cut. the effects 
are felt generally in four differ- 
ent areas.^ 

"1. The A-rlng — a central 
area around the bnilseye or 
'ground zero,' in which destrnc- 
tion is so complete (hat neither 
people nor buildings have much 
chance of surviving. 

"2. The B-ring — a larger belt 
of heavy damage around the cen- 
tral area. This ring is about three 
times as large as the A-ring. In 
the B-rlng, injury to people and 
destruction of buildings would be 
severe but not complete. 

"3. The C-ring — a still larg- 
er circular lielt of lesser dam- 
age around the B-rihg. injuries 
to ^opie In this area would 
range from moderate to iigJit. 



"4. The D-ring — where dMl- 
age would be light and all the rest 
<rf the countnmlde beyond ^he li- 
mits of even light damwe from 
the Mairt. However, much of this 
area can be Affected t«r the faU- 
out at radioactive particles re- 
sulting from certain kinds of nu- 
clear attack." 

Need Wtf-Behe anei Ptam 
The lei^let goes on to say: i 

"If you live or work near the | 
heart of a prote^le aiming point, 
it will take a well-rehearsed civil 
defense dispersal plan and early 
attack warning from the Air Force 
to evacuate you to ^teiy when 
the alert sounds. 

"K you live or work within 
reach of sec<mdary blast effects, 
in an area where damage pro- 
bably would be heavy, diq>ersal is 
still your best chance of staying 
alive. 

'"If you live* so far from the 
center of a tareet area that da- 
mage probably would be- light, 
you still nee^ a home shelter for 
greater security from both blast 
and radioactive fall-out. And you 
should Icnow how to render first 
aid, put out small fires, and take 
other civil defense met^ures to 
help yourself and others. 

"If you live well beyond any 
likely target ares, you still need 
to know first aid, how to feed the 
hungry, shelter the homeless, and 
aid others less fortunate than 
yovrself. And you should plan 
adequate cover against radioactive 
fall-out." 

Emphasiiint that the best 
means of protection from the 
immediate effects of atomic or 
hydrogen bombs are distance ' 
from the center of the explo- 
sion and the protection of soit- 
able shelter, the leaflet urges 
all citiiens to "cooperate fally 
with your local civil defense 
auJhorities. They want to help 
you learn how to survive, if we 
are attacked. What you do BE- 
FORE the explosion ran save 
your life. What you do AFTER 
the explosion can also save 
lives. Including your own." 
It continues: 

"All 160 million Americans at 
home must accept an active part 
In civil defense preparedness. Or- 
ganized civil defense is both a 
shield and a sword. It can reduce 
appreciably the loss of lives and 
property under enemy attack,

He warns home owners against 
fraudulent termite exterminators, 
and says it pays to check on the 
operator hired. There are many 
who are himest and reliable. 

Termites work slowly, but per- 
sistently, and you have time to 
check the exterminator's reputa- 
tion before you hire him. A delay 
of a few weeks, or even months, 
will make little difference. 

Anas sars the TPl Agrleai- 
loral Extension Serviee h eoop- 
eraling with the Tirglnia Stole 
FesI Control Operstora' Asaoela- 
tton, and Better Bnslneas Bn- 
reaas, regarding the reftiMlitv 
of persons who aolicH work In 
termite eontrol. If yon win 
contoct any one of these three 
organizstlons, th«y will be glad* 
to help. 

H«re are some tijM on how you 
can guage the reliability of per- 
sons offering termite control ser- 
vice: 

If yoa sre told that termites 
will soon rain or cause yoor 
house to collapse, yoa can de- 
finitely list the firm as qoes- 
tlonable. firms which charge 
according to the amount of 
ehemlcal used likewise are qoes- 
tionable. A^ good termite op- 
erator can estimate the cost 
Just as a carpenter can estimate 
the cost of a repair job. 
A reliable pest control operator 
should have established head- 
quarters and a dependable local 
reputation. Do not depend on any 
"guarantees." BJost of them are 
worthless. Rather, depend on the 
reputation of the''operator. Do not 
consider price the crliterlon of a 
good job.

Home Gardening Gets 
Into FaU Swing ^ 

% Home gardening will get into 
fifll owing thnoughout Vir- 
ginia during April. 

VPI specialists suggest planting 
three or four varieties of corn In 
blocks In the garden In late April. 
Select the varltles so they will be 
ready to harvest ten days or two 
weeks apart. Then two plantings 
will be enough to supply roasting 
ears throughout the growing sea- 
son. 

Use yellow varieties, such as 
Spancross (70 days to maturity); 
Caimel Cross (77 days); Golden 
Cross Bantam (84 days); loana 
(86 days); Arlstigold Bantam Ev- 
ergreen (87 days), and StoweH's 



Bhrergreen Hybrid (94 days). 

Recommended varieties of snap 
beans are: Bush or drarf —Con- 
tender, Stringless Black Valen- 
tine, Wade, and Su'recrop String- 
less Wax. Pole snap beans— Ken- 
tucky Wonder and Bhie Lake. 

Include bllght-reslstant potato 
varieties, wllt-reslst^nt tomato 
varieties, and yellows-resistant 
caibbage varieties. 

Buy only graded and certi- 
fied plants if you bay phinto. 
Poor plants and poor seed are 
expensive at any price. They 
will decrease the yield and the 
quality of the vegetable garden 
throughout the season. . 

A good fertile seedbed will add 
dollars to the value of the gar- 
dea^ PreaWre the seedbed well be- 
fore planting. Don't work the soil 
when It is too wet. 

Cutworms will begin to cause 
trouble in April. Use 10% toxa- 
phene or 10% DDT to control 
them. April will also bring many 
of the sucking insects, such as 
plant lice and leaf hoppers. Use 
a 4% malathlon dust or a spray 
made from 25% malatihion to 
control them. The Mexican bean 
beetle and other chewing insects 
can be controlled with % of 1% 
rotenone dust.

Now that members of the Ticket for Princess 
Anne have formally filed for the constitutional of- 
fices In next July's Democratic primary this news- 
paper feels that those candidates should clear up 
several points of question for the benefit of the pub- 
lic.

VPl specialists say not only must 
the young chicks, the replacement 
pullets of the future, be properly 
cared for, but the laying flock 
must be kept in heavy production. 

For young chicks, continue to 
feed starting mash until the bli-ds 
are three to four weeks eld. The 
scraitch grain may be started any 
time "after the chicks art three 
wrcks of age. ;

In the laying fleck, check to 
see that the birds are still lay- 
ing. Often, birds that began lay- 
ing early in the fall stop by eariy 
spring. With lew epg prices and 
fairly good prices for hens, it is 
often mcrt; profitable to market 
hens tha.t have slowed down in 
egg-laying. Sometimes when the 
bi-oody hens are handled pixperly 
they get back into production and 
make a profit, but on most f arrr s 
the prcfitable practice is to mar- 
ket the hens as soon as they go 
brocdy.

..•lick as recommended. 

Leftover spray^ and dusts, on 
the othir hand, should be effec- 
tive for use this year if they have 
been kept dry. Fertilizer aiso may 
be kipi frcm one year to the 
next.

ducing area win be 75 per cent 
of the cMnmerclal area suppdrt 
rates 

The 87 per cent of parity sup- 
port level for 1955-crop «ora Is 
set in accordance with provisions 
of law providing for a variable 
support level on the basis of the 
estimated s\H»ply of corn "For 
1855 this variable fange is 9ZH- 
90 per cent of parity.) The sup- 
ply at com for the 1955-56 mar- 
keting year has bsen estinmted as 
of October 1 at a little more 
than 107 per cent of the normal 
Supply. This indicates a support 
level of not less than 87 per cent 
of parity for 1955-crop com. 

Support rates under the 1954 
program were based on 81-62 per 
bushel, which was 90 per cent of 
parity. 

The price support program for 
the 1955 crop will be carried out 
through Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration loans and purchase con- 
tract agreements.

It Clarified 

Captain William C. Kutz. Jr., 
Cominanding Officer of Battery 
C, 6i5th AAA Gun Battalion, Vir- 
ginia Beach National Guard, in a 
letter last week to Mayor Ftank 
Dusch, writes to explain the sta- 
tus of the National Guard in re- 
lation to the City of Virginia 
Beach. Captain Kutz declares that 
"since the primary purpose of a 
local National Guard unit is to 
furnish assistanse in the event 
of a civil cmergensy, It is felt 
best that the record should be 
sUar for all to understand and 
for refercncs In the ftuure," 

Hi states: "On 27 January 1955, 
ycur lc:al National Ou<ird unit 
became the first organisation in 
:he Tidewater to tcKe over and 
assume full responsibility for an 
\nti- Aircraft site located In Nor- 
xclk. We thus have rellevt.d an 
Army unit fnrm this undertaking 
n oi-der that they may take ovit 
he duties of a Nike site located 
.'Isswhere. 

"In making the move to Nor- 
folk to take over the AAA site, a 
cloud has appeared on the overall 
situation in relation to our posi- 
tion with respect to Virginia 
Beach. Briefly, we are still 
and will remain a Virginia Beach 
National Guard unit both in name 
and responsibility to duty. We 
have had to move our big guns 
and related equipment to Norfolk 
since this ties in with the over all 
defense of the Tidewatsr area. We 
also must hold our regular week- 
ly. Mcaday night drills, at the 
Norfolk Iccaticn. 

"We will still retain cur pos- 
session of several buildings In 
Jamp Pendleton in order that 
these may be put to use should 
the occasion dimand. Our men 
will still receive thsir pay checks 
at their home addresses, thus the 
money will still be spent in and 
for Virginia Beach. 

"It should be pointed out that 
the need for an armory at Vir- 
ginia Beach is still as great as 
previously. While the men would 
nat drill weekly in the armarj', 
since they are on site, this would 
be the case whether br not we 
were located at the Beach or in

It doesn't 
miAe seme that life should be 
here on this globe. We don* know, 
and can't imagine, how it came 
to be here. But it is here: it is a 
fact. All we can say is that God 
did it. How He did it we do not 
know. Why He did it we oflten 
wonder.

MILDEW STAIN 
DIFFICULT TO REMOVE 

It's easier to prevent mildew 
than remove its stains, beside be- 
ing easier on the fabric. This is 
a state ment from the textile 
experts at the American Institute 
of Laundering, Joliet, 111., who say 
no magic formula has yet been 
devised for removal of the greyish 
stains caused by the mildew para- 
sits that reeds on warm, damp 
fabrics. Since damage usually re- 
sults from even scientific efforts 
to remove mildew stains, they ad- 
vise hcmemakers to stoi-e clean 
fabrics aiway dry. That "dry" ad- 
vice applies, too, to soiled items 
tossed into the laundry bag in 
warm weather. 



IN THE CROSS 
or CHRIST I OLOKY 

It is hard to l>elieve that the 
author of this hymn was called 
"the m<»t unpopular governor 
Hong Kong ever had." It is well 
nigh Incredible that he. Bit John 
Bowring (1792-1872) bf his high- 
handed and insolent policies in 
that crown colony actually was 
responsible for the second Opium 
War between Oraat Britain and 
China. 1956-1858. But the facts of 
history cannot be denied. The ex- 
planation may lie in the chaise 
wrought in an idealistic youth 
who wrote his splendid hjmuis 
before he was 35, and then, cor- 
rupted by power, became the 
hard-hearted politician, "full <rf 
conceit, without any very clear 
idea of political principles on a 
large scale." 

He was so hated that an at- 
tempt was made to kill him and 
the entire British garrison at 
Hong Kong by putting arsenic in 
the bread. While his health was 
seriously impaired by this act, 
Lady Bowring died from its ef- 
fects. To his credit let it be re- 
membered that he was one of the 
most brilliant and versatile men 
England has ever produced. He 
could speak fluently in 22 lan- 
guages and converse in almost a 
hundred more; he served his King 
as "minister plenipotentiary and 
envoy extraordinary" iu posts an 
over the world. Deserved honors 
were heaped upon him In his old 
age, although the facts of his life 
and Influence could not be dis- 
counted. 

Wanted to Preacb 

During his youthful days, he! 
felt the call to preach and had a'! 
strong desire to enter the minis- 
try of the Unitarian Church, but 
wt^ dissuaded from this course 
by, his father who had "higher 



aoMMtiMU for his son-." Be wrote 
in 1880, "It wiU be the height of 
D^ u^ltion to do s(»Mthing 
whi^ may conmct my work with 
the literature of the age." This 
was realized when, at 33. in 1825. 
inspired by the words of St. Paul 
in Oalatians 6: 14. "Vi be it 
frosB me to glory save in the 
cross of our Lord Jesus Christ," 
he wrote a hymn which began: 

In the Cross of Christ I glory, 
Towerln o'er the wrecks of 

time; 
All the light of sacred story. 
Gathers round its head suMime. 

It #ras not until 24 years later 
that he saw the ruins of a cathe- 
dral in llacao in China, over 
which a cross was still landing, 
which some claimed as the in- 
rplration for his hymn. But that 
same year, 1825, he wrote, "Ck>d 
is Icve, His mercy brightens" and 
the stirring missionary hymn. 
"Watchman, tell us of the night." 
Author of more than 36 volumes, 
a distinguished member of Par- 
liament, knighted by Queen Vic- 
toria, he died in Exeter, England, 
in 1872. his 80th year. 

His words may never have 
achieved their deserved popular- 
ity had It not been for a rainy 
Sunday mjorning in 1849. Ithamar 
! Conkey was organist and choir 
director at the Central Baptist 
Church, Norwich, Conn., that 
year, and his minister the Rev. 
Dr. Hiscox was preaching a series 
of sermons on "The Words on the 
Cross." The 34-year-old musician 
was grieved when he went to the 
choir loft to rehearse the anthem 
that particular Sunday just be- 
fore the morning worsh^ service. 
To his dismay only one soprano 
showed up. As if that were not 
bad enough, not a single alto, ten- 
or or bass put in an appearance. 
He was so disgusted and discour- 
aged that after he played the pre- 
lude that morning he cut off the 
organ motor, closed the console, 
locked it, and went home, leav- 
ing the minister to carry on as 



b«rt he Mold under the circum- 
stances. Since the organ and choir i 
loft were in the Iwilcony at the j 
rear of the church, he could leave ' 
without attracting the .attention : 
of the congregation. j 

That afternoon he tried to raise j 
his spirits by playing the piano. 
As he ut at the keyboard, he 
thought oS his minister and the 
aeries of sermons he was deliver- 
ing on Jesas' seven last words. 
The sUnzas of "In the cross oil 
Christ I glory" which the pastor 
had quoted, came into his mind, 
and right then and there he com- 
posed the hymntune to which 
they are now universally sang- 
He confessed later that "the in- 
spiration that came to me at that 
moment was a vivid contrast to 
my feelings at the morning wr- 
vice." 

Mrs. B. H. Rathbun, his 24- 
year-old leading s<9i'ano was. 
with her hmband, a faithful 
member of the choir. As a com- 
pliment to her, since she Was the 
only singer who had showed up 
that rainy Sunday morning, he 
named his new tune "Rathbun." 
She died five years later, at 29. 
Mr. Conkey moved to New York 
City and served as bass soloist 
and conductor of the quartet- 
choir at the Madison Avenue 
Baptist Church until his death in 
1867. 

So, from the pen cf a disillu- 
sioned politician and a dis- 
appointed organist and choir- 
master, the stirring strains of 
"In the cross of Christ I glory." 
which breathe the air of confi- 
dence and conviction, and spread 
the message of joy and hope to 
all the world.

The nation's dairy farnCTs 
are being rolibed of 2M million 
dollars this nrear. The thief is a 
stabbom, pnziling disease call- 
ed bovhie mastitis. 

An inflammation of the udder, 
mastitis is commonly caused by 
the same type of germ responsible 
for "strep" throat in humans. The 
disease is usually clasr^iJied as ei- 
ther acute or chronic. In acute 
mastitis, the animal will run a 
high temperature, lose her appe- 
tite and may stop giving milk. 
Chronic mastitis Is hard to diag- 
nose ani may flare up at inter- 
vals. It Is frequently spread in 
secret to other herd animals. 

Some bruise or damage to the 
udder generally preceds an out-

Utis. 

Terramyoin. if administered in 
time, generally destroys the in- 
fection and leaves the infected 
quarter undamaged. The antibio- 
tic is suspended in a water base 
and packaged for easy udder in- 
fusion. Although antibiotics have 
been prepared in oil or jelly ba»e 
material, recent experiments by 
scientists at the P.'izer Experi- 
mental Farm in Terre Haute. In- 
diana, proved that water infu- 
sidns yleldsd the best results.

A development at this week's City Council meet- 
ing seems to be a step nearer fulfilling what was a 
dream a few years ago by a member of the same 
council at that time. The discussion and ultimate au- 
fhorization tor a preliminary survey to be made of 
the property on Laskin Koad to be utilized, It is hoped, 
for the site ot an armory-convention hall is in keeping 
with the thought and idea expressed by Fred A. 
Haypox when he was a member of th^ council some 
few years ago.

The* site, as proposed, would serve a three-fold 
purpose. tHb low area on the north side of Laskin 
Koad would be dredged creating a boat basin and the 
fill would be used on the south side of the road for 
the site of the building. At the same time, the filling 
operation would be beneficial to mosquito control 
since it would eliminate an area of low, marsh land 
that has constantly been a great source for breeding 
the pests. 

The armory project has not been approved in 
Richmond as yet but city officials are highly optimistic 
that it will be. Thus, after a span of about ten years 
since the idea was first broached it looks as though 
the dream of one civic leader will eventually become 
a reality, and to the benefit of everyone in this ara. 

The convention hall is badly needed in this re- 
sort community and the location proposed is ideally 
situated and will afford sufficient space to provide 
ample parking facilities to go along with the building.

It is not 

I enough to fill the stomacfh, or to 

make life outwardly secure. We 

must live for something and that 

aomethdng must be greater than 

all men and worthy of aU men.

London - born JohA Newton, 
only child orf a respectable sea- 
ea^Jtaln father, was early dedi- 
cated to the Christian ministry 
by his devout, consumptive mo- 
ther. His reUgiouB training began 
almost at once, and. by the time 
he was ftiur, he could rtaite pas- 
sages from the Westminster Ca- 
techism and the children's hymns 
of baac Watts. Ait eleven he was 
sailing the Mediterranean with 
his father, but at seventewi he 
laid aside every religious prlnci- 
lAe and lAmndoned himself to 
the service of the devil. Only his 
love f<»- Mary Caitleitt, with whom 
he fell in love in 1742 but did not 
mary until 1750, kept a few sparks 
at decency aglow within his heart. 
He deserted his ship, was cap- 
tured and brought back Ifte a 
common fekm. So severe was hds 
punishment thait^ he plotted sui- 
cide, his great love for Mary be- 
ing the restraining umfhienee that 
preserved his life. After his im- 
prisonment, he eortiarked on a 
career of such wlckedeness that 
his friends despaired of his siin- 
Ity. 

Living foi- a time among the 
cru^l slaves of Sierra Leone, he 
was mistreated by his Portugese 
master's black wife. Of these days 
he said, "Had you seen me go so 
pensive and solitary in the dead

After fipther htmiiliation and 
sirffersng, he boarded a vessel lor 
Bnglcnd, spending sewral quiet 
diiys at sea reading "Bnitatlon of 
Christ." When a violent storm 
arose, he regarded himself as the 
Joimih who was Uw cause and 
MiBRd im WttmeA Me for the 
raging wind and mountainous 
£>tas that threatened to engulf 
the vessel. Suddenly a storm as 
violent as nature's broke over h'j 
soul. With awakened conscience 
he regarded that day. March 10, 
17M, as his "splrltasl btthday." 

"I cried to the Lard with a cry 
like that of the ravens which yet 
the Lord does not disdain to 
hear," he said. "And I remem- 
bered Jesus whom I had so often 
derided." 

But the change that took place 
was only the reformation of an 
unoonverted man. During the 
next six years he made several 
voyages as c»pta4n of his own 
ship, even carrying cargoes of 
slaves on some occasions. Not 
until he reached Uverpod in Au- 
gust, I7M, did he c<mslder him- 
self a regoierated Christian. But 
even then he did not feel the call 
to the ministry to which his god- 
ly mother had so early set him 

aipart. 

Appointed Bllfilstef 

Oradually he came to consen- 
trate everything to Christ, in the 
lu^ie that he might be deemed 
worthy of being called into His 
servtee. After two mtira<;ulous es- 
caries from death, and several 
years of hard study and training, 
he was appointed a minister of 
the Church of England on De- 
tseMber 16. 1758. Six years later 
he went to Obiey, ^vhere he was 



ordained a deaetm and priest. 
His fellowghfr with ^JliMB Cow- 
per resulted in the publlcatiMi of 
their "CHney Hymns."

OLD CHURCHES FEATURE OP 
GARDEN TOUR IN COUNTY

"Once upon a time" seems the 
proper way to begin the story of 
Princess Anne County. Three 
hundred and forty-eight years 
ago the story starts with the 
landing at Cape Henry of the En- 
glishmen who were to establish 
themselves at Jamestown. 

In 1839 there are two refer- 
ences to a Parish Church In the 
records of our, county. This church 
was at Church Point, near Bay- 
vlUe Farm, and according to le- 
gend, was abandoned when the 
Lynnhaven River mouth was al- 
tered and the water level, rose. 
OLD DONATION CHURCH was 
built In ^736 and is a beautiful 
Colonial church, which has a 
lat^e modern congregation. The 
Rev. Beverly D. Tucker, 3v., is 



tl^slr rector. 

EASTERN SHORE CHAPEL 
was built as a Chapel o; Ease 
before 1689. H3re the service 
could b9 heard en Sunday and 
Saints' Dfiys by the people on the 
eastern shore of the Lynnhaven 
River. In these days the people 
wrre obliged to g3 to church by 
law. and were fined for absence. 
This church made attendance 
easier for the people on the fasi- 
develcping eastern side of Lynn- 
haven R.ver. Eastern Shore Cha- 
pel has been re-built recently on 
Lnskln Road, because of the en- 
la:gtment of the Oc3ana Air Base. 
The Rev. Henry C. Sfiarton is rec- 
tor of this fast-growing congre- 
gation. 

One the western side of the ri- 
ver on the Gle!be land of Lynn- 
haven Parish the first colonial 
court was held in 1637. Today this 



I land is called SEA BREEZE 

I FARM, and has been made into a 

I fairyland of gardens by the Misses 

' Hill. Leading nurserymen of the 

I United States have recognized the 

I horticultural pre-eminence of the 

Misses Hill by the award of many 

gold ahd silver medals for their 

exhibits In the I^ew York flower 

shows. 

Also on the western side of the 
river is the THOROWGOOD 
HOUSE. The Thorowgoods were 
people whose personalltes and 
sense of values seem very real to 
us today. This house Is a majestic 
memorial to the builders and 
craftsmen of three hundred years 
ago. The proportions of this home 
are so classic it has been copied 
by builders all over the United 
States. 

Across the river, on the eastern 
shore of the Lynnhaven River,

ADAM KEELINO built his house. 
The llemlsh bond is used through- 
out and in the end of the house 
is laid a pathern to form an in- 
verted chevron design. Master 
craftsmen built this house, for it 
stands today with few slgins of the 
wear of three centuries. It has 
been lived tn constantly. Adam's 
father. Thomas, is thought to 
have been one of the settlers 
brought from England by the 
first Adam Thorowgood. Adam 
Keillng was god-son to this 
Adam Thorowgocd. We can easily 
imagine the families being friends 
and sharing the pleasures anc^ re- 
sponsibilities cf life in a very new 
world. 

These old houses, with their 
age and serenity and strength can 
give us perspective of our own 
time that is reassuring. 

One of the prlnicpal projects of 
the Princess Anie Garden Club 
is the WILDPLCW^H PRESERVE 
—a natural garden on a part of 
the 5000-aci*e crown grant to An- 
thony Lawson, who was another 
im-}ortant person in 17th century 
Virginia. The ladies of the Con- 
servation Committee of the Prin- 
cess Anne Garden Club will guide 
visitors through the Pi-eserve and 
will have a collection cf pressed 
wild ricwers as well as the latest 
wlldflcwer bocks to shew. 

This is the tour which the Prin- 
cess Anne Garden Club is spon- 
soring during Historic Garden 
Weik. A fifty cent admission 
charge at Sea Breez^ Farm and 
the Thorowgood and Keeling 
houses will be used by the Garden 
Ciub cl Virginia to further re- 
store the garden of Woodlawn 
Plantaticn. which was a wedding 
present from George Washington 
to his adopted daughter. Nelly 
Custis. On April 24th the hours 
will be from 2 o'clock until five- 
thirty, and on April 25th from ten 
o'clock in the morning until five- 
thirty in the afternoon.

Hormane Implants 
In Lambs Tested 

^ The effects of implants c! 
pellets containing estrone 
(female sex hormone) on gnywth 
rates and carcass quality of suck- 
ling lambs on ;rass will be studied 
this summer at the VFl Agiricul- 
tural Experiment Staition. 

The use of similar hormone pel- 
lets in weaned lambs fed in the 
dry lot has been found by several 
exjiKTiment stations in the Mid- 
west to increase the rate and ef- 
ficiency of gain, but to distinctly 
lower quality of the caroasses. 

Very little inf^rmatnon is avail- 
aMe on the e>ffects of such treat- 
ment on suckling lambs. 

The present VPI test is design- 
ed to measure the value of two 
kinds of hormone pellets, implant- 
ed at 35 pounds and at 50 pounds, 
on the growth rates, carcass qual- 
ity and profits frcm sirring lambs. 

Currently, the researchers say. 
there is not enough infarmatian 
available (to make recommend- 
ation of the use of the implants 
by Virginia sheepmen. 

The tests will be conducted by 
W. S. Wilkinson, J. 8. Copehhaver 
and R. C. Carter.

—while the bluegrass will grow 
best when it is cloudy and cool. 

Wht.e a quick cover is needed 
on the lawn or playground, seeds 
of such grasses as r>e grass and 
red top should be added to the 
mixture. Rye grass makes a v^ry 
coarse cover and tends to devefcp 
mats. It.<s use shouM be limited to 
stetp banks and to athletic fields 
for quick use. Red top may be 
u^ed with bluegrass and other 
grasps. Red top seed may ger- 
minate in a week and provide co- 
ver before the oaier grasses come 
iH>. The texture and color of red 
top is pleasing and dots not de- 
tract from the acpearaiwe of the 
permanent grasses. 

Late summer to early fall is the 
best season to sow lawn grass seed 
but if the planting must be made 
in spring there are several ways 
cf meeting the problem. Tempor- 
ary gresses may be used until 
fall; the area mighit be covered 
with legumes during the summer, 
or a very heavy seeding of both 
tentporary and permanent grasses 
could be used to crowd out the 
summer weed crcp.

YOUR OWN SAUSAGEf? j

^ Makir? sgusaje is one of the 

old- me arts cf farm home- 
makers. But it may be a surprise 
to modern c'ty and' suburban 
wives to knew that they may eas- 
ily make ut a small batch cf fresh 
sauE'ge as a treat to their fami- 
lies now while P'jrk Is so plenti- 
ful and generally such a good 
buy. Make up a pound, for ex- 
ample, on a Saturday for Sunday 
breakfast. Equipment needed is 
only a sharp trimming knife and 
a food chorper. 

Individual tastes in sausage 
ssasohings differ greatly. Some 
pec pie may like two or three times 
as much seasoning as others. 
Some like more of one seastming 
and less cf another. So it pays to 
start with a small batch, see how 
the recipe suits the family, then 
adjust the seasoning in the next 
batch as desired. Here's hew: 

Buy a rib-end poik loin roasts 
a cut that has about the right 
proportion cf fat and lean for 
good sausage, t Generally, this is 
ab3ut ont-third fat and two- 
hire's lean.) Trim the meat from 
the bone except for the leanest 
portion which may be saved for 
3ork eh: OS if desired. Cut the 
m:at in pierces tmall enough to 
go into the food chcD.oer conven- 
iently and then weigh it. If you 
"i-ce high seasoning, here's a mix- 
ture for one pound of meat: Mix 
thorcftjghly 2 1-2 teaspoons salt, 
3-4 teasipoon black pepper, 2 1-2 
teaspooons rubbed sage, 1-2 tea- 
spoon sugar. For milder season- 
ing, use half this mixture. Some 
people like to add a Mttle clove, 
nutmeg or mace. One caution in I 
vai-ying seasonings: Never taste j 
raw sausage. Wait until thorough- | 
ly cooked. 

Mix meat and seasonings well. 
Put through the food chopper '

Sigbt-Swrs 
Sit ReetN at 
Ford Plant 

With producbton himuning at 
an all-time hdgh, the Norfolk Ford 
a^emibly plant is currently set- 
ting another record — this time 
for sight-seers who want to watch 
Ford cars and trucks being built. 

On a recent week 271 perrons 
toured the Norfolk facility, O. L. 
Lemoine, plant manager, said,^ It 
was the most visitors on routine 
plant tours for any week since 
the plant opened in 1925. 

Last year, 2565 visitors toured 
the plant. Regular trips through 
the huge factory are conducted 
at 9:30 a. m. and 1:30 p. m. dai- 
ly, Monday through Friday. 

Mr. Lemoine said that achool 
children, civic groiQ» and clubs 
from a wide area in Virginia and 
North Carolina are visiting the 
plant. Tourists alio include mili- 
tary personnel and passengers or 
crew memibers from many foreign 
ships in port at Norfolk. 

Visitors are given an escorted 
tour along the many build-up 
lines which feed into tihe final as- 
sembly lines. They watch a car or 
truck emerge every 90 seconds 
from a maze of parts and acces- 
sories. 

What seems to impress them 
most is the "tel-autograph" sys- 
tem which routes wheels to the 
exact point on the final line where 
they will be attached to a Ford 
of the same color and style. 

The Norfolk plant is the only 
automobile assembly operation in 
Virginia, and employs 1,750 peo- 
ple. 



Housing, Home f-inance Agency 
Plans to Spend $98,000,000,000 



Very little has been published 
aAwut it, but the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration has set up a huge 
lending agency under an amend-: 
ment to the Housing Act of 1949, 
public law 560, passed by the 
83rd Congress last year. 

The act contemplates the spend- 
ing of approximately 98 billion 
dollars during the next ten years 
for the rehabiltation of cities, and 
a new administration within the 
Housin'S and Home Finance 
Agency has been set up. It's call- 
ed the Urban Renewal Adminis- 
tration under the direction of 
James W. Pollin, a long time offi- 
cial of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration, designated as com- 
missioner. 

The original act provided for 
lending authority of a billion dol- 
lars, plus some $500 millions for 
capital grants for slum clearance 
and urban rehabilitation, and the

Vets May Make 
Extra Payments 
On CI Mortgages 

Veterans having OI loans on 
their homes, farms or businesses 
can make extra payments to the 
lenders at any time, or can pay 
off the entire lean without a pen- 
alty charge, Veterans Adiminis- 
tration has announced in response 
to numerous inquiries. 

The minimum extra payment a 
veteran may make on his loan, 
VA said, is at least the amount 
of one month's payment, or a 
flat $100. 

If a veteran who makes extra 
payments in aqcordance with this 
provision wishes to, he may" have 
the extra principal re-applied lat- 
ter to regular payments, provid- 
ed the lender agrees. The puipose 
cf this arrangement would be to 
prevent the loan going by de- 
fault at seme future time, should 
the veteran later bcccme hard 
pressed for money to meet future

For instance all that has been 
reflected in ttie federal budget 
from this 1 1-2 btllkms already 
authorized and a hatf-biUton re- 
quesfted.

Local units of government, 
including houair« authorities and

This is another instance of the 
Eisenhower administration provid- 
ing for government spending, or 
loaning, outside the federal bud- 
get. It will be remeraibered that 
the administration has recom- 
mended the expenditure of some 
$101 billions for highway con- 
regular payments. 

About 808,000 OI loans have 
already been repaid in full since 
the beginning of the VA loan pro- 
gram in 1946. This represents ap- 
proximately one out of every five 
loans guaranteed or insured by 
the Veterans Administration.

"With tears in his eyes an^^mbiy shaken with 
^notion, James E. Heath, ca«klidate for Connmon- 
wealth's Attorney in Princess Anne County, Friday 
rn^t laid biare the events of his wild youth and 
errests," and so goes the newspaper account of a 
meeting of the "Dunn AAachine" crowd held last 
week. 

Adfcording to newspa^wr reports Heefh's strong- 
est accusers have been his two running nrietes, Roger 
Malbon and Lit Walker, who, according to reports, 
have consistently tried to get him (Heath) to withdraw 
Uom the race because of his past record pointing out 
that no one would support a man for common- 
wealth's attorney with a past record such as his. Ac- 
cording to the newspaper reports Heath has indicated 
that these arrests took place twenty-five years ago. 

This newspaper, throughout this entire campaign, 
has stated repeatedly that the candidates should seek 
election on their own qualifications and that they 
should be willing to reveal these qualifications or lack 
of qualifications to the public. Now, Mr, Heath sug- 
gests that his record of convictions took place twenty- 
five years ago. This newspaper is willing to have this 
campaign judged on Mr. Heath's qualifications based 
on his record starting just 24 years ago since he has 
suggested that he has worn a halo since that time. 

We now call on Mr. Heath to state to the public 
his record starting 24 years ago and bringing it up to 
date and let us see what the facts reveal. 

Although Mr. Heath was asking his accusers to 
forgive him for things he himself did, at the same 
meeting he tried to get the public to condemn John 
E. Marr, V. Alfred Etheridge, Ivan D. Mapp and Robert 
S. Wahab, Jr., the Democratic organization candidates, 
because during the war which ended in 1 945 people 
in business in this area, as he pOts it, made a lot of 
money off service personnel. It should be pointed 
out that none of the above candidates were in office 
at that time and most of them were not in politics. 
This seems to be another case of where Mr. Heath 
is attempting to keep the spotlight from being turned 
on himself by attempting to Accuse some(»ie else. 

It should be remembered that Mr. Heath was 
born with all the luxuries of life. His father took care 
of him and apparently it was he who secured for his 
son, "Butsie," the job of assistant Commonwealth's 
Attorney for Norfolk City. So, what the public would 
be interested in is what is Mr. Heath's record for the 
past 24 years? Has there been any effort made on 
the part of his running mates or anyone else to get 
him to withdraw from, the race for commonwealth's 
attorney and, if so, was there any tape recording made 
of it and where is THAT tape recording? He should 
ask Mr. Walker for this tape recording and play it 
back for the benefit of the public since that seems 
to be Mr. Walker's way of doing business.

Littleton B. Walker, candidate for treasurer on

he had sought in trying to get him on a friendly 
basis with the Democratic organization. 

Last December when Walker announced for 
treasurer no other candidate was in the fi6ld. D. J. 
Vaughan, the present treasurer, had not made his 
intention known not to run although it was general 
talk that because of his health he would not seek re- 
election and V. A. Etheridge had not as yet become a 
candidate. Walker was apparently trying to secure 
the spot as candidate for treasurer on the organization 
ticket and approached his friend. Little, to see if he 
could arrange it for him. In what was an apparent 
attempt to use as leverage in securing this spot he 
claims he made a tape recording of a conservation 
between him and Little. We assume he made tape • 
recordings of every conversation that took place be- 
tween him and Little. 'If he did he should reveal what 
took place in every conversation. If he did not it is 
quite clear that he lured his good friend, Mr. Little, 
unbeknowing to him, into a trap. 

If a man would (jo this to a friend In order to 
gain a point in politics who would have any confl- 
dfnce in him if he were elected county tref$ur«r. 
There are certain records in the treasurer's office that 
are confidential and who would be willing to call 
the Treasurer's office and discuss with the Treasurer 
or one of his deputies any confidential information 
if a t^>e recording of the entire conversation was 
being made. And, who would have any confidence in 
• men who would enter the sacred confines of his 
friend's home and stab him in the back for a mere 
political plumb.

ASC Will Stress 
Grain Sanitation 

Compliace with minimum sani- 
tation requirements of the Fed- 
eral /jn)od and Drug Administra- 
tion win be a condition of Price 
Buiwort on the 1955 wheat crop, 
according to W. T. Powers, State 
Administrative Officer of the 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation, which administers 
Wheat Price Supports. 

farmers storing wheat on their 
farms, who desire to place such 
wheat under loan, will be re- 
quired to sign a statement agree- 
ing in advance to comply with 
such sanitary requirements. These 
requlranents relate specifically 
to ttVe contamination of wheat 
toy insects and rodent excreta so 
as to be unfit for human coii- 
Bunu)tion. 

I*Dwers said that farmers who 
deliver wheat at the maturity of 
their loans, which fall to meet 
sanitary ttquirements, will have 
such wheat sold for feeding live- 
stock or industrial use and will 
receive credit on their loans for 
only the amount realized from 
such selling of the wheat. Then 
they will have to refund with 
interest the difference between 
the loan value of the wheat and 
tftie sales amount. This could 
mean that farmers with weevil- 
^unaged wheat or wheat con- 
taminated by birds or rodents 
comM siKtain heavy losses in con- 
vection with their loans. 

Powers urged fanners contem- 
plaiUig farm storage of 19^5 
wheat for lean purposes to look 
0ver their storage structures with 
a view to making them rat-proof 
and inaccessible to birds and to 



make definite plans for fumiga- 
tion for the control of weevils 
and other insects. 

Responsibility for mceling san- 
itation requirements on wheat 
stored in public warehouses for 
loan purposes will be assigned to 
the warehouseman. 



Two Guernseys 
Complete Tests 



Two registered Guernsey cows, 
owned by Bayvlile Farms, Inc., of 
Norfolk, have completed official 
Advanced Registry records that 
were supervised by Vii^inia Poly- 
technic Institute and reported to 
the American Quarnsey Cattle 
Club for approval and publica- 
tion. 

On three times daily milking 
for 36^ days, Wcokc's Cross De- 
nebola, a six year old, produced 
U.795 pounds of milk and 694 
pounds of fat. This production 
represents approximately 5.581 
quarts of high quality milk. She 
is the daughter of the outstand- 
ing Guernsey sire, Clear Springs* 
Cynthia's Major, that has 12 test- 
ed daughters in the Performance 
Register. 

Bayville Noblest Lassins, pro- 
duced 14.995 pounds of milk and 
784 pounds of fat, milked three 
times a day for 365 days, as a 
senior four year old. This pro- 
duction represents approximate- 
ly 6,979 quarts of high quality 
milk.

No 
matter how handsome and ex- 
pensive, they don't look liiie any- 
thing else and they are not in 
keeping with anything else. 

That's why cities make strict 
zoning fews for motels. In Nor- 
folk, motels may only be erected 
in sections zoned for factories. 
Virginia Beach Zoning Board 
Chairman says that motels may 
not be erected anywhere except in 
strictly business sections and only 
after receiving a special permit 
from the Zoning ^oard after the 
proposed Zoning Board meeting 
has been advertised 2 weeks in 
the local paper, so that all ob- 
jectors may be heard and passed 
on. 

The handsotne motels on Laskin 
Road look good and serve defin- 
ite purposes. Good looking mo- 
tels below 17th St. will improve 
that section wonderfully. But it 
will be terrible for those living In 
sections Zoned A & B Residen- 
tial to have their property depre- 
ciated and their living conditions 
spoiled by the Illegal erection and 
cperation of motels.

As reporters from the county 
Agricultural StaibUisatlon and 
Conservation office apSfroach the 
finish of measuriiv the 1966 
wheat crop. ASC, Chairman W. P. 
BiKKar reported there is a suib- 
staMial nianber of farm in the 
county 'With wheat seeded in ex- 
cess cf the farm allotment. 

Tbcje farmers mtc reminded 
that they inust brii^ the farm 
wheat wjreage within the allot- 
ment to be eligible for AOP pay- 
ments and price support, and that 
this must be accciiH>llshed by 
June 1, 1955. FurthernKM-e, if the 
farm wheat acreage is in excess 
cf 15 acres and the farm allot- 
ment, the producer may not re- 
ceive a marketln« card to sell his 
wheat until he has paid a penalty 
on aU wheat in excess of the farm 
marketing quota. 

A prochiccr. Irrespective of the 
size cf the wheat allotment, may 
produce up to 15 acres cf wheat 
and not be subject to a market- 
ing quota penalty. In this case 
he would not get price support 
or ACP payments If he exceeded 
his allotment. Farmers who wish 
to dispose of excess wheat acre- 
age may turn it under as a green 
manure crop or cut it for hay cr 
silage, provided the acreage is so 
utilized by June 1. The AfiC coun- 
ty office is a^lng these wheat 
farmers who dispose of excess 
wheat acreage to report It to the 
ASC county office. This is re- 
quired ao that arrangements may 
be made to send a reporter on a 
second visit to the farm to check 
the disposition of the excess.

In adopting the program, the 
Commission took note of the fact 
that "the current trend in high- 
way develdpment is, changing 
rapidly" and that the public "is 
becoming extremely highway con- 
scious." The five year planning 
program represents an effort by 
the Commission to adopt a plan 
which wculd enable It "to pre- 
pare and to put underway the 
best possible type cf highway 
program with the least amount of 
public inconvenience and friis- 
tion." 

The plan will make it possibly 
for the Commission to say spe- 
cifically what highway projects it 
intends to begin during a five- 
year period. The program will be 
a continuing one and as allc ca- 
tions are made each year for the 
primary system, another year of 
"tentative projects" will be add- 
ed to the end of the five-year 
plan. 

The Commission also adapted 
a policy designed to bring before 
the public plans for projects on 
the Interstate highway system 
and for by-passes and other ex- 
traordinary projects on state 
highways, where control of ac- 
cess is Involved. 

Here's the way the plan would 
work: 

1. The local member of the 
Highway Commission and high- 
way engineers would meet with 
local cfficlals and citizens and in- 
form them of the location of 
proposed projects In their area 
and obtain their reactions and 
suggestions. 

2. Next, proposed lines and al- 
ternate locations would be diawn 
on aerial photographs or maps; 
right of way, construction and 
utility costs would be estimated, 
and a report would be prepared. 
This report would be reviewed by 
the chief engineer and his staff 
and then submitted to the Com- 
mission with recommendations. 
Tlie Commission cotild cither ap- 
prove the recommendations or re- 
quire a public hearing. 

3. If a public hearing were ne- 
cessary, the chief engineer would 
make the necessary arrange- 
ments for public notices and oth- 
er details. The meeting would be 

by the Highway 
Commissioner or a member of the 
Commission. 

4. Final action on the location 
of the project would be taken by 
the Commission after it had con- 
sidered these recommendations.

Ferilllser Important 
In Corn Production 

H The correct amount and an- 
alysis cf fertilizer Is of prime 
Importarice when it comes to pro- 
ducing high yields of com. 

The increased cost of applying 
a little more fertiliser, M^ng 
more seed, and following vi];ie oth- 
er practices recommendid foi^ 
high corn yields, Is more than 
offset In the dollars you pocket 
at harvest time. 

In 1,000 pounds of 10-10-10 fer- 
tilizer or its equivalent there Is 
about enough pltcnt food to pro- 
duce 80 bushels of corn. If you 
aipply this amount and analysis 
of fertilizer, any yield of corn 
above 80 bushels per acre must be 
produced on fertility from other 
sources. A soil test will' indicate 
the level of fertility, particularly 
phosphorus and potassium, and 
will serve as a guide for applying 
the proper amount and analysis. 
As a general rule, nitrogen will 
need to be added as a side-dress- 
ing inaddition to the regular fer- 
tilizer application for high yields 
and efficient production. 

Lew fertility soils need more 
nutrients than do high fertility 
soils. High fertility soils will |;lve 



Winter Supplements 
For jVaUts iStndled 
At |!.xperuntBt Station 

The various sources of pro- 
tein, and the value cf differ- 

en:^ supplements to hay and corn 
silage in the wintering ration of 
growing calves, have been the cb- 
ject of an extensive study at VPI 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 

New, after a four-year period, 
animal husbandmen at the sta- 
tion have several observations to 
make about their tests. 

Average daily gains have been 
from 3-4 to 1 pound per day with 
400 pound heifer calves receiving 
3 pounds cf supplement, 4 pounds 

01 hay, and 8 pounds of corn sil- 
age per day. 

Wiisn the hay was a legume, 
corn and ccb meal produced as 
much gain approximately as grain 
mixtures with 20 per cent or more 
PfotSin. 

When the hay was grass or 
ftilxed hay, gains if^e iflc^eased 
by grain mixtures that provided 
one pound of oil meal or its equi- 
valent per head per day; but 
gains were not increased by up- 
ping the oil meal to 1 1-2 pounds 
or more per day. 

Purdue cattle £urplement A and 
anotlier ccmplex supplement with 
vitamins and minerals showed no 
advantage over ordinary oil meals. 

Feather meal appears to be a 
satisfactory source cf protein for 
beef cattle, provided it is fed In a 
grain mixture containing no more 
than 25 :)er cent feathei- meal. 
In these tests, 1-2 pound of 80 
per cent feather meal and 2 1-2 
'pounds cf corn and cdb meal were 
equivalent to 1 pound of 40 per 
cent oil meal and 2 pounds of 
corn and ccb meal per day. There 
were Indicaitions that mixtures 
with 1-3 feather meal were un- 
palatable to some calves.

with the young plants that grow- 
ers have made availattle through 
tfie normal retail outlets. Bxcel- 
kni selections are available and 
ttie plants will ask very little care. 

Plants t« Try 

One o* the favorites of all an- 
iiwils are petunias. Thanks to 
iht work of hybridizers, we not 
o»ly have a wide color choice, but 
also a wide flower choice. You 
can get lavenders, whites, purple. 
▼Miegated. and recently a red 
IwtunUi has crane Into be-in«. The 
flowers are available in the bet- 
ter known singles and aim now 
In ruffled ,and double forms. Pe- 
tunias wilf thrive in a good loam- 
)|oU and will do partteulariy well 
tf a Uttle dried manure is worked 
in with It. Por best results, they 
should be k«pt well watered. 

Zinnias are rather colorful and 
Interesting plants. Most of them 
have been developed from Mexi- 
can species and are therefore well 
adapted to hot climates. They 
ceme In very rich stiades oC or- 
Mige and red as well as white 
ahd yellow. Many of the varieties 
are aulte tall (30 inches), but for 
windy locations, the 12 - 15 inch 
varieties are ideal. 



Ageratum in both the blue and 
white forms Ls nicely suited for 
edging beds or for an area where 
low plants are called for. This 
plant comes from Mexico also. It 
Is quite vigorous, and though it 
is an annual. It usually comes 
back year after year, through na- 
tural re-seedlng. 

It is not too late to sow sMds 
of portulaca or purslave. These, 
too. are semi-annuato. but if the 
seeds are sown now, the plants 
will bloom this year. They are ! 
very low growing plants and have j 
flower forms that are both sin- ! 
gle and double. The flowers will 
bloom in carylng shades of pur- 
ple, pink, and yellow and are 
Quite attractive. These plants 
have very tiny seeds and are us- 
ually sown Just where they are 
wanted to grow, with no attempt 
made to transplant them. 
Ocean fVent Gardens 

Ocean front gardening enthus- 
iasts take note that all of these 
annuals should prove hardy near 
the ocean. Select the low growing 
form, give them good soil and 
moisture conditions, and you 
should not have any trouble with 
them. 

Other Annuals 

Inland gardeners also should 
not forget such other good an- 
nual as larkspur, which re-seeds 
easily; marigolds, sweet alyssum. 
which Is e:!4:ellent for edging; 
snapdragon, sweet pea. veiisena. 
asters, and surely the beautiful 
yellow California popples.

A resolution to back the Vir- 
giiria Beach Jimior Chaini>er of 
Commerce in an effort to olHain 
State approval of a hichway to 
connect Highways M and 60. and 
In a iHTtqiMMal for a municipal 
bus line was passed by the su- 
pervisors. 

The. board also assured James 
N. Kilpatrlek, qixAesman for a 
group cf Kempsvilte ManOT resi- 
dents, that a solution would be 
sought for a sanitation problem 
in the area. Kilpatrick said that 
after residents had purchased 
homes they dLscovered that the 
soil could not pass a percolation 
tiat and that sewage is backing 
up from septic tanks. 

The Supervisors voted to go 
aloi% with the recommendation 
of the Ftannlng Commission to 
reject a permit for a drive-in the- 
ater ibetween the Military High- 
way and Virginia Beach Bcnik- 
vard in the san^e area as the 
Norfolk Drive-In Theater. The 
commission objected on the 
grounds of too much traffic con- 
gestion, that the area lies within 
the approach pattern of the mu- 
nicipal airport, and that tax re- 
turns would not be commensu- 
rate with other possible uses for 
the area. 

Residents of Kempsvllle Heights 
and Kempsvllle Manor presented 
petitions represented as signed by 
the overwhelming majority of the 
home owners, asking to be In- 
cluded in the Kempsvllle Mos- 
quito Control District. 

An appropriation off $58,000 for 
Princess Anne County's portion 
of the Tidewater Regioni^ Devel- 
opment Council's bu^et was vot- 
ed by the board.

VA Offers Advice 
On Inturanee 



Three tips were offered by the 
Veterans Administration to vet- 
erans who have iq>ecial Korean | 
OI insurance. \ 

More than 230.000 post-Korea I 
veterans have taken out the spe- 1 
cial term insurance availf^le to 
them upon sleparation from ac- 
tive- military service, VA said. 

Concerning these new pclicies, 
the following three points of ad- 
vice were offered: 

First, get into the habit of pay- 
ing all premiums when they are 
due. Although the law allows a 
"grace period" of 31 days during 
which the policy remains in ef- 
fect even If a premium due is not 
paid, veterans should consider 
this an emergency measure and 
reserve it for an emergency. 

Second, do not send cash thru 
the malls in paying premiums, 
but use a check or money order 
made payable to the Veterans 
Administration. Your caneellsd 
check or money order stutt will 
serve a« a receipt. 

Third, be sure to name your 
beneficiaries and have this in- 
formation recorded by VA. This 
may be done at the nearest VA 
office. 

After their separation from ac- 
tive military service, Korea vet- 
erans have only 120 days in which 
to apply for the special term in- 
surance, VA added for the bene- 
fit of men and women just re- 
leased from the service.

fVw minister's wive* can write 
a hymn to order for their hus- 
bands, even tf they are famous 
poets in their own right. But Ce- 
cil Frames Alexander did JiBt 
that for her preacher ht^band. 
and, while the senn<m that pre- 
ceded it has long since been for- 
gotten, her poem has found a 
lasting plMC in the hearts of the 
Church univerail. 

It began kmg before her mar- 
riage to the Rev. William Alex- 
ander, future ArcMiishop of Ar- 
magh and Primate of all Ireland. 
Because, whto she was still 21- 
year-old Cecil Humphreys, she 
had been so profound^ influenced 
by Rev. John Ketole's book. "The 
Christian Year." that her first 
book. "Verses for Holy Seasons." 
was actually a "Christian Year" 
for children, containing a hymn 
or poem for each Sunday of the 
year with additional verses for 
special occasions. 

In one of her Sunday School 
classes, some of her pupils asked. 
"Miss Humphreys, what do the 
words In The Apostles' Creeff 
mean?" She tried to explain to 
them in their own language the 
deeper meaning behind each of 
the phrases In the Creed. Later 



she dectthd to reduce her teach- 
ings to poetic form and soon her 
btm and girls were singing about 
the Creed as well as studyii^ it. 

fbr the phrase. I beUeve in 
Ood the Pather Ahnlghty." rtie 
wn^ her hymn "All things 
bright and beauUful"; tor "bom 
of the Virgin Mary," she wrote 
"Once in royal David's city*: and 
to expUln the meaning of the 
death at Jesus who wasf "cr^ified 
dead and buried" she wrote 
"Tlwre is a green hill far away." 
In l»4i. the year of her marrl- 
^e. she ptMWwd .her book 
'HrtaTm tat little children," which 
ineluded the ones inspired by the 
i Creed. 

One afternoon during tl» week 
of l«tyvemlber 25, l«ft2, her 2»th 
year, she sat aloiw in the hving 
room of their parsonage in Ty- 
rone, Ireland. worMiw over a new 
>poem. Whe nher husAiand came 
home he found her busily revis- 
ing her latest work. 

"And what Is the effort of this 
afternoon about, my <tear?" he 
asked, jokingly. 

She chided hhn for his sar- 
casm, and theii replied, "It is a 
new poem based on your sermon 
of last Sunday morning." 

He looked surprised and said. 



But it does help a preacher to 
know h* has at least one sym- 
pathetk: listener In his congrega- 
tion, even if it Is only his wife. 
She reminded Mm that he had 
preaclwd on "The Kirlal of Mo- 
ses," which was the subject of her 
new poem. When .she handed htm 
the papers over which she had 
been workln«, he began to read 
one of the most mMrnlflcent 
poems in the English language: 
ftr Nebo's lonely mountain. 

On this Side Jordan's wave.

When he flrtislhed the last stan- 
za he turned and said serious- 
ly. "My dear. I sahite you. This is 
the noblest piece of poetry you 
have ever written. Who knows 
but the day may ccme when I 
shall enjoy the distinction of be- 
ing pointed out as the husband 
of Mrs. Cecil Alexander." 

Later that evening, as they 
talked about the sermon and the 
poem it had bwplred.
